The point with respect to Rus- 


sian policy is important because 
American authorities are convinced 
that incidents of this kind will oc- 
cur in the future as, in fact, they 
have occurred in the past. 


Two American aircraft were shot 


down by Yugoslavia in 1946 when 
that country was still firmly tiec 
to the Soviet. A United States naval 
plane was destroyed over the Bal- 
tic sea last April, allegedly by So- 
viet fighters. Only last month Red 
China charged that American air- 
craft had strafed an air strip in 
Manchuria, and the United States 
conceded in the U. N. that was "a 
'possibility." 


Informed officials say incidents 


of this kind are frequently the re- 
sult of the fact that airplanes do 
not follow the same rules of con- 
trol as other means of travel or 
attack in war. Boundary lines are 
more often than not obscure from 
the air. One easily may look very 
much like another. 
Commanders 


may feel thht an aircraft .can flj* 
an intelligence mision over alien 
territory and get back without being 
detected or caught. 


Even when the causes of the af- 


fair are initially innocent, an in- 
cident is quickly caught up in the 
atmosphere of hatred and suspicion 
which now dominates relations be- 
tween the Communist countries and 
the rest of the world. 


The usual reaction of govern 


ments in such cases is to 
rely 


upon diplomacy to handle com- 
plaints and protests until tney are 
ready for a showdown. Then 
an 


incident may 
become 
a 
"shot 


heard round the world." For that 
reason any outburst or violence be- 
tween nations is always potential- 
ly dangerous until the reaction o£ 
the responsible governments be- 
comes known. 


There is a 
striking 
similarity 


between the Soviet reaction to the 
destruction of a Russian airplane 
by U.S. forces in Korean waters 
on Sept. 4 and the destruction of 
the American airplane over 
the 
Baltic last April. 


While Moscow, r e p e a t e d l y 


charged that'- the American craft 
flew over Russian territory and 
gnored 
warnings to 
land, 
the 


United States asserted that the air- 
craft was unarmed and was shot

Korean War Starts One of 
the Lagest Religious 
Migrations of Our Time

Korea — (/P) — A m o n g 
the 


housands of white-clad refugees 
streaming down mountains anc 
alleys in the path of the Korean 
war is one of the largest religious 
migrations of our time. 


It is made up of Korean Chris- 


tians fleeing from communism. 
They come tfrom tiny hamlets 
among the saw-toothed r i d g e s . 
They come from Korea's 
over- 


crowded cities. 


But the religious migrants 
all 


jave the same purpose — to es- 
:ape the overpowering restrictions 
hat communism would place on 
their rights to worship as t h e y 
please. 


Headquarters 
of 
this massive 


pilgrimage is a Korean city which 
can not be identified. More than 
200 Christian ministers have taken 
sanctuary here. 


But the preachers of the gospel 
id not come along. Many brought 


their congregations. Army officials 
estimate that more than 
20,000 


refugees here are religious mig- 
rants who fled before the red in- 
vasion. 


Leader of the Moses-like mass of 


homeless persons is an American- 
educated Baptist minister. He is 
i native Korean 
who 
graduated 


rom Princeton university. Because 
many of his family and associates 
are in Communist held territory, 
ie must use an American 
name, 


Dr. Henry N. Park. 


After Dr.: Park finished Prince- 
on, be attended the Baptist semi- 
oarv at Lo.uisville

graduation returned to Korea. 


Here he was busily engaged in 


religious teachings as w e l l as 
helping his countrymen achieve a 
better standard of living — that is 
until that fateful day of June 25 
when the communist i n v a s i o n 
began.

tians could not live with commu- 
nism.

fir. R. F. Becker of Philadelphia 


reported on experiments with gui- 
nea pigs. He said the studies de- 
monstrated that la-ck of oxygen 
to an infant during the birth pro- 
csss "can result in serious injury to 
the infant's nervous system and 
change the course of the normal 
pattern "of development in 
later 
life." . 


He pointed out that it is already 


known that overdosing of 
drugs 


given to an expectant mother to 
make her .delivery comfortable is 
a prominent' cause' of asphyxiation 
(lack 
1;of oxygen') of the newborn; 


And he told how -asphyxiation 


was produced experimentally 
in 


guinea pigs just before birth. In 
their cas?/, however, the condition 
was produced by mechanically in- 
terfering with their oxygen supply 
from the mother. Drugs were not 
used for the purpose. 


The idea was to see if behav- 


ioral changes — nervous disorders 
— would develop later in the ani- 
mals as a result of the oxygen 
lack 'at birth. 


Such changes .-were noted, 
and 


also damage to the nerve cells of 
the brain. 


Pointing out; that the 
animals 


were asphysiated m e c h a n ically, 
and not through the administration 
of obsterical drugs to their moth- 
ers, the doctor told the 
annual 


meeting of the American Psycho- 
logical association at the Pennsyl- 
vania State college: '• 


"It (the experiment) has 
not 


proved at all that obsegerical an- 
esthetics and drugs are responsible 
for the behavioral changes 
that 


were observed in these animals. 


"But it stands to reason that any 


factor which -will induce an asphy- 
xial state and delay breathing at 
birth will produce similar effects 
in the newborn." 


Dr. Becker, of Jefferson medical 


college, said there are a number 
of causes which result in asphy- 
xiation of the newborn at birth.

of the

in recent years," he declared, "has 
been the over-dosing of the expec- 
tant mother with some of the com- 
mon drugs and anesthetics used to 
make her delivery comfortable."

They think that war is some- 
thing waged, as it was in the old 
days, only with men and guns. 


But, these supporters 
of 
the 


preventive war idea 
can 
argue, 


this is the real situation: 


This war is being fought by Rus- 


sia with men in civilian clothes. 
They are in every country, an or- 
ganized, disciplined group of Com- 
munists in every country, working 
for Russia, waiting a change to
